MOROCCO CITY. 


Magnificent In Its Site and In Its His«° 
toric Ruins. 

Morocco city, the capital of the 
southern half of the Moroccan king- 
dom, is a far more interesting city 
than Fez. Architecturally its monu- 
ments, including the famous Kutubia 
tower, the counterpart of the Giralda 
in Seville; the famous mosque of Mu- 
ley Abdallah and a hundred other ruin- 
ed or semiruined edifices surviving 
from the days when the city had 700,- 
000 inhabitants and was one of the 
great capitals of Islam, are the most 
considerable and magnificent in Mo- 
rocco. Equally beautiful is the site of 
this city in the upper valley of the 
Tenesift river, surrounded in a half 
circle by the great wall of the grand 
Atlas mountains, whose snowclad 
peaks are seen beyond a foreground of 
large farms and fertile fields. 

A city far less given over to war, 
with a population less ferocious, less 
fanatical than that of Fez or Mekinez, 
Morocco city has been much more fre- 
quently visited by Europeans than ita 
northern rivals. Geographically Mo- 
rocco city is the real gateway to the 
Sabara. By the Glawi pass one road 
climbs over the Atlus mountains to 
Tafilet, and the caravan route contin- 
ues to Timbuktu. A second road de- 
scends to the Draa, crossing the Atlas 
chain, while a third leads to Tarudant 
and the Sus country. Close communt- 
cation with the south has left its mark 
upon the people, who are darker and 
show more patently the infusion of 
African blood than the Berbers and 
Arabs of the north.—London Stand- 
ard, 











Queen Ants,

creature. In many important respects 
they are diametrically opposite.

“Of all the bete, clumsy, blundering, 
boggling. baboon blooded stuff I ever 
saw on a human stage that thing last 
night (‘The Meistersinger’) beat, as far 
as the story and the acting went, and 
of all the affected, sapless, soulless, be- 
kinningless, endless, topless, bottom- 
less. topsyturviest, tunéless, scrannel 
pipiest, tongs and boniest doggerel of 
sounds | ever endured the deadliness 
of, that eternity of nothing was the 
dendliest, as far as the sound went. 
*** As for the ‘Lied,’ I never made 
out where it began or where it ended, 
except by the fellow’s coming off the 
borse block.”

A Persian murderer may pay blood 
money in lieu of his own life. T 
‘manner in which this is calculated 
jone of the most complicated things 
about Persian law. A woman is worth 
only half a man, and so a man cannot 
be executed for the murder of a mere 
woman. A husband whose wife had 
been killed by his steward was obliged 
first to pay half the steward’s blood 
price to the man’s relations, and thus 
the steward, baving been reduced to 
the value of half a man, equal to one 
whole woman, was legally executed. 

From this principle it follows that a 
man who has killed two women can be 
condemned to death, as equality is not 
infringed. If the murder of a woman 
be committed by several men the 
friends, upon whose initiative alone 


'any proceedings can take place, can de- 
mand the death of but one of the mur- 
derers and always by paying the dif- 
ference in the price of blood. On the 
Saine ground if two women murder a 
tan the death of both can be demand- 
ed.
